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TESTIMONY OF A BLACK MOTHER OR 

WHAT TO EXPECT OF THE 1] POLICE, 

FEROS REO RRRRIRAA RAR 

On August 12, I returned home to find that 
my son had been beaten at Veterans Park, on 
Holland Street, by a park employee. This is 
the way incident was reported to me. 

My eight year old son, Michael, and his fri- 
ends were playing at Vet's. Mike and another 
boy were wrestling. The park attendant told 
them to leave the stadium. As soon as they 
started out of the park, the man grabbed Mike 
by the neck, choking him. When Mike began 
coughing and gasping for breath, the man then 
took his foot and kicked him down the platform. 

I went to Vets to confirm or disprove this 
story. When i confronted the man with whatI 
had been told, he belligerently replied (in front 
of witnesses) that he had kicked him and would 


do so again, claiming Mike ‘had provoked his 
action by calling him foul names, of 8 58 your ee! ee eS enen (he eater Gud 
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UAW PICNIC ENDS IN GUNPLAY.. 
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Assault with the intent to commit murder and 
three counts of assault with intent to do great 
bodily harm were the charges facing Francisco 
Hernandez, 49, of 220 S. 13th St, following a 
shooting incident August 11, at the Saginaw 

_ Fairgrounds during the UAW's picnic. 

The outbreak put one man in the hospital 
and slightly wounded two other people and a 
policeman. 

Tommie Lee Sanders, 33, of 1100 Carlisle 
who was working at a beer concession, was 
reportedly shot in the back of the neck by Her- 
nandez who pulled a gun when Sanders told him 
that he could not cut in line. The policeman 
was wounded in the left hand when he attempted 
to subdue Hernandez, who alledgedly shot wild- 
ly into the crowd. 

_ A 30 year old man was wounded in the left 
hand ,also. A bullet was found in the clothing

Dear Brothers: 

I live right off the corner of 6th and Lapeer. 
Last July 25th, I witnessed a living nightmare 
from my front porch. I saw the police shoot 
up a whole house full of my people and I could 
not do anything about it. I was really shocked 
when I read in the paper that the same people 
was put on trial. That was really something. 

Last week, I was scared stiff that I was go- 
_ ing to see the same thing happen again. I was 
watching from my porch as the young people 
was stirring around in the middle of Lapeer 
and my 12 year old daughter told me that they 
were angry because a white man had shot at 
them from the motel while they were watching 
the bowling alley burn down. She said some 
body had told them that the police had let the 
man go. 

They were stirring around out there in the 
street, mad as they could be. I don't know 
where all those kids come from, but I just 
couldn't help myself, I started crying when 
they started moving down the middle of the 
streets toward downtown, Just when I thought 
it was too late for anybody to do anything about 
it, I saw you young men from United Power, I 
‘Know most of you, because the kids point you 
out to me when you pass the house. I saw you 
all run into those youngsters and stopped them 
and turned them around and the police was | 
right there watching too, I heard what you said 
to the police and to the people that was standing 
on their poches watching, And I know from 
what I heard you saying that you was just as 
concerned for those children as I was and I 
thank the Lord that you were there to keep ther 
from just getting shot all to pieces. 

I know that the young people are angry and 
they want to hurry up and change things, but I 
just pray that they will do it the right way. And 
I'm glad that there is some young people like 
you all here to help them, God bless you.

The fact that Lynchin' Beast Johnson stated 
that he ain't runnin' don't necessarily mean 
that he won't be a presidential candidate. Some 
brothers and sisters "pin" LBj's move as a 
way of regaining the popularity he lost because 
of his political blunders. If white America 
perceives his "peace" moves as being victor- 
ious and if white America digs a cool or more 
controlled summer of Black discontent, then 
there is a possibility that they will draft LBJ 
as the man for THEIR presidency, and he wou- 
ld accept if he felt he could win. 

But as far as Blacks and Vietnamese are 
concerned there has been and cannot be any 
"peace offensive'' from any of white America's 
presidents. They are all racist, colonizers 
and imperialists, Their only difference is the 
sophistication of their oppressive acts. For 
most Black people it is clear where Wallace 
of Alabama stands. But for most Black people 
Humphrey and McCarthy really like blackfolk 
and want to help us and the Vietnamese people 
whereas in reality Humphrey and McCarthy 
are merely subile racists. Their speeches 
and campaign literature swells with morality 
and love for mankind while their pockets bulge 
with profits from investments in colonized cou- 
ntries--home and abroad. ees. 

We must understand that the changes in Am- 
erica which will be most meaningful to all opp- 
ressed peoples are the institutional changes 
rather than the individual ones. The next pres: 
ident of the Racists States of America--by trad 
ition--will be elected by the white system for 
the maintenance of the white system...even if 
the next president is Black. For the perpetu- 
ation of the white racists American way of life. 
no longer rests upon the shoulders of the "rug- 
ged individual", but is imbedded in the founda- 
tions of its institutions. Thus even if a McCar- 
thy is sincere in his quest for morality and 
peace, he could not change the racist and imp- 
erialist posture of the United States. . unless 
he advocated Revolution. Revolution is the 
‘only method that could be used to bring peace 
and morality to America and therefore to the 
world, Because it is only through revolution 
that traditionally corrupt and oppressive insti- 
tutions crumble.

I then called the police, knowing that under 
no circumstances did this man have the right 
to abuse my eight year old son. I wanted some 
thing done about it. 

Upon arriving on the scene, the investigat- 
ing officer, whose name was Raleigh, seemed 
to be more interested in what the white man 
had to say than he was in my side of the story. 
I had called him to investigate a case of ''child

"disorderly juvenile". Iwas told to come down 
to the station the next day to sign a complaint. 
When I went down to do so, I was given a "run 
around'' and told that they would have to inves- 
tigate further and that they would call me later 
that evening.

This time with Mr. Smith of 
United Power. The policeman that I had talked 
with the day before wasn't in and the man be- 
hind the desk just couldn't "do anything" with- 
out him.

When we broke down his petty excuses and 
insisted, he finally "found" the "disorderly ju- 
venile" report, Realizing that the man was 
"dead set" against allowing us Blacks to sign 
a complaint against a white nan, we took the 
report to the prosecutors office.
